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„than 200 were killed. 


The number of wounded is enormous. The 
hospitals are filled to over flowing. 

Deputy St. Chepkin of the lower house of 
the douma arrived on Saturday and went 
directly to the hospital, escorted by a cor- 
poral's guard. He was utterly unnerved by 
the sights he witnessed there. 

The corpse of a teacher, Apstein, lay on the 
grass with the hands tied. In the face and 
eyes had been hammered three inch nails. 
Rioters entered his home and after fearful 
outrages killed him thus and then murdered 
the rest of his family of seven. When the 
corpse arrived at the hospital it was marked 
also with bayonet thrusts. 


Child’s Leg Chopped Off. 
Beside the body of Apstein lay the corpse 
of a child of 10 years, whose leg had been 


chopped off with an ax. Here also were the 
dead from the Schlachter home, where, ac- 


cording to witnesses, soldiers came and plun- 
dered the hotise and killed the wife, son, and 
a neighbor's daughter, and seriously wound- 
ed Schlachter and his two daughters. 

It is stated that soldiers entered the apart- 
ments of thé Lapidus brothers, which were 
crowded with people who had fled from the 
streets fof safety and ordered the Christians 
to separate themselves from‘the Jews. A 
Christian student named Dikar protested and 
was killed on phe spot. Then all of the Jews 
were shot. ; 

Some of the corpses were marked with fire. 
These had been brought from a burned tan- 
nery and showed bullet and bayonet markg, 

In one corner of the yard was a demented 
Jewess trying to cover the body of her hus- 
band; but her efforts were in vain, as the 
blood simply oozed from beneath the made- 
quate covering. 

Merely saying that the corpses were mu- 
tilated fails to describe the awful facts. The 
faces of the dead have lost all human sem- 
biance, and the corpses simply are crushed 
masses of flesh and bone soaking in blood. 
It is impossible to conceive of such bestial- 
ity. 

How a Merchant Escaped. 

From the wounded in the hospital the 
correepondent heard many pitiable stories, 
all of the same general tenor. Here is the 
account of a badly wounded merchant 
named Nevyazhiky: 

„ live in the suburbs. Learning of the 
massacre, I tried to reach the town through 
the fields but was intercepted by roughs. My 
brother was Killed, my arm and leg were 
broken, my skull wae fractured, and I was 
stabbed twice in the side. I fainted from 
loss of blood and revived to find a soldier 
standing me who asked: What, are 
you still ? Shall I bayonet you? 1 
begged him to spare my life. The roughs 
again came, but spared me, saying: ‘He 
will die; let him guffer longer. Bi 

Dead at the Hospital. 

The scene at the Jewish hospital, where 
the majority of the Jewish dead and most 
severely wounded were taken, was ter- 
rible. When the cotrespondent arrived there 
the grass plat outside the hospital was cov- 
ered with mangled corpses, arranged in two 
long rows, awaiting burial. The wooden 
walk from the gate to the door, over which 
the bodies were carried, was stained with 


blood. f 
The dead and wounded were still arriving.

Both Children Knocked Down. 

He walked farther from the raliroed tracks 
and the girls unsuspectingly followed. When 
they reached a place where the grass was 
high he told them to search on the ground, 
and as they stooped he struck both, knock- 
ing them down. 

„ didn't know where I was,” the younger 
girl said later. My head hurt where he hit 
me and when I got up and looked around 1 
saw him bending over Elsie. I ran away 
as fast as 1 could.“ 

When the younger child reached home she 
told her mother, who hurried to Mrs. Oster- 
berg. The women and the girl ran toward 
the scene of the attack, and their apparent 
excitement attracted more than a score of 
men and boys. Before they could cross the 
tracks the train had separated them from the 
man, and when the cars passed he had dis- 
appeared. 


Threat to Lynch a Negro. 


John. Holmes, 28 years old, a negro, was 
pursued and captured by a crowd of men 
and boys after he had attempted to entice 
two girls into an alley at Rush and Erie 
streets. Several of the men refused to re- 
lease the frightened negro when Policemen 
Schause and Sederberg arrived, and the 
officere were compelled to use their clubs 
freely. Many men followed the patro! wagon 
to the Chicago avenue police station and 
threats were made to lynch the prisoner. 

A. E. Powell, 960 Erie street, and A. E. 
Kittner, 404 Superior street, will appear in 
court against Holmes, as they took an active 
part in the chase after him. They were at- 
tracted by the cries of the girls, saw the 
negro run out of the alley, and at once gave 
pursuit. The girls’ names were not secured. 


Accused by Child’s Mother.

NEAR RUSH STREET BRIDGE. 


George McDonald Becomes Confused 
at Approaching Machine and Steps 
in Front of Car—-Victim Thrown to 
Ground and His Skull Is Fractured 
on Granite Curbstone—He Dies 
Four Hours Later in Passavant 
Hospital—Chaugeur Not Held. 


George McDonald. 35 years old, 127 Huron 
street, was run down by a passing automo- 
bile at Rush and Kinsie streets yesterday 
morning and so seriously injured that hé died 
four hours later at the Passavant hospital. 

The automobile is owned by George Ser- 
gent, 1502 Hinman avenue, Evanston, and 
was occupied by him and his chauffeur, An- 
drew Simpson. Neither was detained by the 
police, but they will testify at the inquest, 
which will be held at 10 o’clock this morning. 

McDonald, who wasalaborerand was going 
to his work, was crossing Kinzie street and, 
becoming confused, stepped in front of Sér- 
gent’s machine. One of the front wheels 
struck him and he was thrown to the ground, 
his head striking on the granite turbstone. 
Simpson stopped the machine and with Ser- 
gent carried the wounded man to the side- 
walk. A physician and the police were sum- 
moned and McDonald was taken to the hos- 
pital, where it was found that his skull was 
fractured. He died at 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon. 

The chauffeur declared that he was not 
going faster than five miles an hour when the 
accident becurred. He did not see McDonald, 
he said, until his machine was within a few 
feet of him, and then tried to pass around 
him, but was unable to avoid him entirely. 
McDonald left a widow and two children. 


FAVORS ROPE FOR CHAUFFEURS. 


BE. E. Ayer Thinks Hanging of Some of 
the Drivers and Owners of Automo- 
biles Might Remedy Scorching. 


Edward E. Ayer, president of the Ayer & 
Lord Tie company, returned to the city yes- 
terday from a 6,000 mile motor tour, in which, 
accompanied by his wife, he made a four 
months’ trip through France, Italy, Austria, 
and Germany. 

“The only things we killed during the 
whole trip, said Mr. Ayer, were two 
chickens. Few restrictions are placed on 
automobiles in Europe. France, for example, 
does not limit the speed,-but holds the owner 
responsible for the damage he does. The 
thing works well, too. 

„Most of the accidents in the United States 
are due to the carelessness of chauffeurs 
and to the desire of: owners for excessive 
epeed. We can never expect satisfactory 
regulations for automobiles. in the United 
States unleés we first hang about one-half 
of the chauffeurs and about two-thirds of the 
owners.”’

LIGHTNING FLASHES ALL AROUND 
DARING: AERONAUTS. 


Scene Described by Dr. Julian . 
Thomas, One of the Men in the Car, 
as Terrific—Coald Touch Nothing 
Without Getting Shock—Extreme 
Cold Felt at Altitude of 8,000 Feet 
—/EFraveled 350 Miles, am@ Could 
Have Gone Farther. 


Binghamton, N. T., June 18.—[Special,]— 
Dr. Julian P. Thomas aad Charles 8. Levee, 
who started from New York yesterday oh a 
balloon ‘trip, landed near South New Berlin, 
Chenango. county, this morning at 8:30 
o'clock. Both men expressed themselves as 
highly satisfied with the trip. 

Shortly after passing Little Falls, N. Y., 
last night the balloon took a more westerly 
course and ran into a severe electrical storm 
and was blown back and forth by the air 
currents, while the lightning played about on 
all sides of it. 


Effect of Storm Terrifying. 


“The effect of the storm was terrifying, 
said Dr. Thomas. Everything we came in 
contact with was charged with electricity. 


“The rainsoaked ropes were alive with it, 


and ff we touched anything with out hands 
we received a shock, or started a spark. 


The thunder came from back of us, and 


rolled away in front of us. All the time the 
rain fell in a perfect torrent. 

„The storm started in at 9 o’clock end last- 
ed until 5 this morning. With every flash of 
lightning we could see a decided change in 
the cloud fofmation about us. The winds 
blew the clouds into mountain. shapes and 
hollowed out vaileys, leaving here and there 
gaps betweén the mountains, and through 
the gaps tongues of flame would leap and 
continue to light up the spectacle.“ 

Ascend Eight Thousand Feet. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock the aeronauts de- 
scended to @scapée the storm and 0 
caught in the branches of a tree, In which 
they remained for two hours, when they got 
clear and were whirled northward, reaching 
at one point an altitude of 8,000 feet, when 
both suffered severély from cold. The bal- 
loon descerided safely in à field at 8:30 a. m. 

The distance trave was 350 miles. Dr. 
Thomas expressed hi f as confident that 
he could have continued his flight for a num- 
ber of miles. The aeronaute carried provis- 
ione with them on the trip. 

Dr. Themas had a farmer bring himself, 
his assistant, and the balloon to South New 
Berlin and at 2 o'clock they left for New 
York on the Ontario and Western railroad.

The city council at its session last night re- 
ceived the recommendation of its commit- 
tee on fire department that John Campion be 
restored to the position of firé marshal, from 
which he was peremptorily removed by 
Mayor Dunne several weeks ago for alleged 
disobedience of orders. 

The report of the committee, which was 
ordered published and deferred, was as fol- 
lows: 

Your committee on fire department, to whom 


was referred the attached statement of hie honor 
the mayor relative to the removal of John Cam- 
pion as fire marshal, having had the same under 
advisement, begs leave to report that it finds said 
John Campion not guilty of the said charges upon 
which the said removal is based, and recommend 
the passage of the accompanying ordinance: 

Be it ordained by the city council of the City of 
Chicago: 

Section 1. That the city council does hereby dis- 
approve of the removal of John Campion from the 
position of fire marshal, and that said John Cam- 
pion be and he is hereby restored to said office 
as fire marshal, pursuant to statute in euch case 
made and provided. 

Section 2. This ordinance shall take effect and 
be in force from and after tte passage, upon the 
giving by the sald John — ofa new bond, as 
provided by statute. , 

The ordinance w be called up ‘fot passage 
at the meeting of the council next Monday 


night. It will require forty-seven of the 
seventy votes in the body to restore Campion 


to hig position over the mayor's removal. 


Pringle Scores O'Connell. 


A blow at Public Works Commissioner 
O'Connell was delivered by Ald. Pringle in a 
resolution which recited the circumstances 
under which the Fair store installed a mov- 
ing stairway in its Adams street frontage 
in defiance of the city’s efforts to prevent the 
work. The alderman declared that the best 
policemen the city could secure were unable 


to discover the movable stairway or the men 


working thereon till word was sent from the 
Fair that everything was in readiness for 
discovery.”’ 

The resolution therefore declared that 
Mayor Dunne should “try to induce the 
commissioner of public works to discover 
violations of the law such as are described 
above before the parties guilty of such viola- 
tions report they are ready to be discovered. 
The resolution was edopted.

The claim was referred to 
the finance committee. Bartzen sells water 
from his pipe to neighbors.

On the other hand, the packers have cause 
for congratulation in that they have con- 
vinced the house committee and the president 
as well that it is not necessary to put the date 
of manufacture on canned goods. More than 
that they have succeeded in demonstrating | co 
to the satisfaction of the administration that 
the average canned product is as good ten 
years from the day it was put up as when 
it first was sealed,.so the date on the label 
would not protest the consumer, but Would 
work a great hardship on the packers, the 
wholesalers, and retailers, because the pub- 
lic would natürally insiet on having cans 
with current labels and would take ing 
else except at a reduction of price. The Bev- 
eridge bill provided for a dated label, and 


‘President Roosevelt at first was inclined to 


stand out for it. But he yielded on this, and 
the compromise amendment will not require 
dates. 

Among his suggestions to the house com- 
mittee the president urged that meat prod- 
ucts should be passed after inspection when 
they were found to contain ho preservatives 
which rendered the meat unfit for human 
food in the judgment of the secretary of: 
agriculture.” In many cases courts have 
held that where a phrase of this kind ie used 
the act of a government officer is absolutely 
ministerial. That is to say, the courts could 
never interfere with any action of the Ser- 
retary of agriculture when congress had ex- 
pressly conferred upon him the right to 
make a decision in his judgment.“ 

Courts May Pass on Preservatives. 

It has been decided, therefore, not to put 
this phrase into the compromise amendment. 
The packers will have the right, of course, 
to appeal to the courts, if they think best, 
to protect them in the use of any particular 
preservative against which the secretary of 
agriculture may rule. 

They will have to produce evidence to show 
that the secretary was wrong, and that the 
chemical used does not render the meat un- 
clean, unsound, unhealthful, unwholesome, 
or unfit for human food. 

President Roosevelt has yielded his. views 
on this, and the packers have won. In point 
of fact, the difference is not great, because 
the department of agriculture never has 
been and never will be grossly unfair in 
making such decisions. With a political gov- 
ernment such as ours the tendency is all 
the other way, and officials are apt to be too 
lenient rather than too severe in dealing 
with great corporations. 

On the ether hand, the committee, in spite 
of the president’s frank admission that he 
had made a mistake regarding night inspec- 
tion, has ‘been led to agree that the original 
section on this subject was not so written 
as to give Inepectors author ityto enter pack- 
ing houses whether work was going on or not. 
Senator Beveridge held that the funny busi- 


ness in packing houses always was done in 


secret, in places where regular packing was 
not going on, or at night, when the ordinary 
operations had been entirely suepended. 


Inspectors to Enter Day or Night. 

Under the original house substitute there 
was a decided question ‘as to whether in- 
spectors could make unexpected visits at any 
time of the day or night to any part of any 
establishment. It has been decided to settle 
this by declaring that inspectors shall have 
access at all times to every part of a packing 
establishment, “‘whether the same is in op- 
eration or not.” 

All these changes in the house substitute 
have been accepted formally and officially 
by the committee on agriculture, the bill 
having been withdrawn from the house by 
unanimous consent today for that purpose. 
It is to be submitted to the house tomorrow 
and passed under a suspension of rules as 
a conference report. 

The substitute will be accepted by the sen- 
ate conferees and passed by the senate. 

This puts an end to the celebrated beef 
dispute, whith is chiefly responsible for the 
delay in the adjournment. of congress and 
has resulted in financial loss by packers and 
live stock men which already is measured 
by many millions of dollars.

LONDON, June 18.—In the house of com- 
mons -today Hicks-Beach, conservative, ‘son 
of the former chancellor of the exchequer, 
asked War Secretary Haldane what quan- 
tity of Chicago canned meat wae supplied to 
the troops in South Africa during the late 
war and what proportion of enteric deaths 
ought more properly to have been described 
as due to ptomaine poisoning. Thesecretary 
replied that more than half the canned meat 
supplied to the British troops in South Africa 
during the late war came from the United 
States. He could not say how much of this 
came from Chicago. The war office knew 
nothing of any cases of enteric fever which 
could be classed as ptomaine idee N 2 

The secretary declared that it had long 

been a condition of the ordinary war office 
contracta that tins of preserved food must 
have the date of manufacture stamped vis- 
ibly inside the tine. 
Chairman Jacoby of the kitchen committee 
assured the house that no food of any kind 
used in the house of commons comes from 
Chicago.

Only the most 
severely wounded were taken inside the 
hospital. The bodies of some of these were 
frightfully bruised, broken, and mangled. 

A constant stream of unhappy persons 
visited the Hospital yard, and, when allowed 
to do so, the wards, endeavoring to locate 
and identify members of their families or 
friends or obtain the bodies of dear ones for 
burial. 


Hundred Bodies Brought In. 

Some of the bodies already had been re- 
moved, but the hospital attendants asserted 
that about 100 in all had been brought in, and 
that many more remained.in the outskirts of 
Bialystok, where it still was unsafe for the 
Red Cross detachments to venture. 

At the district hospital there were six dead 
persons and eight or ten wounded. These 
were all Christians. One man had been killed 
and two wounded as a result of the explosion 
of bombe. The others had bullet wounds. 
These bodies were not mangled or mutilated, 
as was the case with the Jews, whose hands, 
arms. and legs were “sometime chopped of, 

mere wantonness,

The windows and doors of the Jewish houses 
are wide open, giving a view of their wrecked 
interior, or are boarded up with rude, wood- 
4en ‘shutters. Everywhere can be seen weep- 
ing women hunting for traces of killed or 
' wounded relatives. 

The principal stores are efther devastated 
wrecks or mere mounds of ashes, among 
which the wretched proprietors, last week 
rich, but now reduced to poverty, are wan- 
dering about weakly endeavoring to ascer- 
tain the extent of their misfortunes. 
| Before practically every house left intact 
hangs an ikon with a burning lamp, and the 
street doors are marked with great crosses, 
made with chalk or of cloth, to show that 
the inmates were Christians. 


Attacked by Revolutionists. 

Another attack was made yesterday even- 
ing on the police station by armed revolu- 
tionists who occupied a house nearby. They 
opened fire from the building on the police, 
but a force of Cossacks was gathered, the 
house was stormed, and the revolutionists 
were dispersed. It was feared that the latter, 
who are members of the Jewish bund, and 
are enraged and imbittered by the slaughter 
of their coreligionists, would seize the occa- 
sion of the funeral of the victims today to 
make a new attack, but the governor general 
took the necessary military measures to pre- 
vent it and the interments passed off without 
incident. 


Massacre Was Prearranged. 

ST. PETERSBURG, June 18.~The embargo 
on news from Bialystok was lifted today and 
a correspondent was for the first time al- 
lowed to telegraph directly from the sacked 
city a picture of the scene of ruin and deso- 
lation left in the wake of the mob. 

The correspondent who adopte the bitter- 
est tone towards the government holde thai 
the massacre undoubtedly was provoked. He 
attributes the responsibility to Police Lieu- 
tenant Sherematieff, and says the distinctive 
characteristic of the outbreak, in which it 
differs from the excesses at Odessa, Kishi- 
nev, Gomel, and Kiev, aside from bestiality, 
is the comparatively small amount of actual 
robbery committed. 

The participants seemingly were not in- 
spired by motives of loot but of murder and 
destruction pure and simple. 

The correspondent declares that the par- 
ticipation of the troops has been completely 
proven and quotes Deputy Stchepkin as say- 
ing that this is clearly shown by the demor- 
alization of the soldiery consequent on the 
removal of all restraint. The correspondent 
declares that not only the soldiers but their 
officers also participated, and that he him- 
self was a witness as late as Saturday to 
the shooting down of a Jewish girl from the 
window of a hotel by Leut. Miller of the 
Viadimir regiment. The governor of the 
province of Grodno, who happened to be 
passing at the moment, ordered an investi- 
gation. 


Counts 290 Jewish Co 

ODBSSA, June 18.— The Novosti of this 
city published a dispatch today from its cor- 
respondent at Bialystok, saying: 

I personally counted 290 Jewish corpses, 
a great number of which were horribly mu- 
tilated. Only six Christians were killed and 
eight wounded,” 


Five Jews Killed at Lapy. 
BERLIN, June 18.—The Jewish society to- 
day received a telegram froni Grajewo, Rus- 
sian Poland, dated on Monday, saying that at 
Lapy, a Village near Bialystok, five Jews had 
been killed and many wounded, and at Starch- 
elta! all the Jewish shops had been destroyed.

That the death of the governor wae entire- 
ly unexpected was evident when it is remem- 


bered that in a contest over the requisition 


of Ellsworth Liverpool in the courts in thig 
city today, both of the governor's physicians 
appeared to testify that Kis condition was 
such that he was able to transact official 
business. His private „L. B. Houck, 
also téstified to his good condition, explain- 
ing that he had recently gone over much 
business with him, 

‘The application for the writ had been 
made on the ground that the governor was 
not in a mental or physical condition to at- 
tend to state business and that the papers 
in he case had not been signed by the gov- 
ernor personally. 


Was Ill When Elected 


Not at any time a man of powerful phy- 
sique, Gov. Pattison entered upon the re- 
eponsibilities of his office in a weakened con- 
dition, the strain of the political 
havirg sO Worn on him that a trip to the 
south was taken in November sal aber 
in the hope of regaining health. After’ the 
election in November it was understood that 
he was suffering from an attack of malaria, 
from which a change of climate and rest from 
work would quickly restore him. 

However, when he returned from a sojourn 
of several weeks in the south he was still 
weak, and under the advice of his physician 
his part of the inauguration ceremonies was 
gone through with the utmost care. A glass 
covering was provided for the reviewing 
stand that he might be protected from the 
stormy January winds. In a closed car- 
riage he was taken to the various festivities 
of the night, and then went to his home, from 
which he only emerged for a few short walks 
until brought to this city on a-special train 
during the night of April &, He continued to 
oversee the work of his office, and 
considerable public Wu even when un- 
able to rise from his bed. 


Has Several Rallies. 


Several times he seemed so far recovered 
that His speedy appearance at the executive 
offices was looked for at almost any time, 
but the weather conditions and his weak- 
ened system forbade the taking of any risks, 
so that he wae kept closely to his home. 

The severest backset came during the mid- 
dle of Marth, and for several days he hovered 
between life and death. During this time his 
every thought seemed to be bent on a return 
to his country home at Milford, and as soon 
as his weakened condition permitted he was 
brought to Cincinnati, spending several 
weeks in Christ hospital, until the physicians 
thought him ready for the trip to his country 
home. 

One week ago he seemed to have so far re- 
covered his strength that no ill effects were 
anticipated from the trip to Milford, and a 
special! electric car carried him to within a 
short distance of hie home, an ambulance 
taking him the balance of the way. He 
seemed to be benefited by the trip rather than 
otherwise. 


Sketch of His Career. 


John M. Pattison’s nomination for gov- 
ernor by the democratic convention last June 
was a surprise to the people of his state. His 
election last November was a greater sur- 
prise, because two years before the repub- 
licans had swept the state by a plurality of 
235.100. Pattison was elected by 40,000. 

There was little in his career to attract 
attention. He was born on a farm in Cler- 
mont county, O., his father being only a 
tenant farmer. He enlisted as a soldier in 


the civil war when only 16 years old. After 


the war he taught school to pay his expenses 
through the Ohio Wesleyan college. 

In college he fell in love with the oldest 
daughter of Prof. Williams, his instructor 
ia Greek. Prof. Williams afterwards founded 
the Union Central Life Inrurance company 
and was its principal stockholder. 


Married Dead Wife's Sister. 


Two years after their marriage Mrs. Pat- 
tison died and several years later Mr. Pat- 
tison married his dead wife’s younger sister. 
Prof. Williams died and his stock in the 
Union Central Life Insurance company went 
to his son-in-law, John M. Pattison. This 
stock made him rich. 

Farlier in his career, in 1873, soon after. 
he left college, Mr. Pattison was elected to 
the state legislature and served one term, 
In 1890 hé was elected to the state senate 
and the next year to congreses, where he was 
one of the strongest ——* of the pro- 
posal to permit the Chicago world’s fair 
to open its gates on Sunday. 


Out of Politics Many Years. 

Personally Mr. Pattison was a plain, unpre- 
tentious man. He was a Methodist in every- 
thing the word implied. He did not believe 
in the saloon. He eschewed all gayety and 
frivolity. He believed in the church Sabbath. 
His political enemies called him a Puritan. 
But he was sincere. In his life Insurance 
business he rejected the deferred dividend 
policy as being dishonest to the policy hold- 
ers. His whole business career was built 
along similar lines.

LABOR ~ BANK ATTORNEYS 
CALL ON STATE AUDITOR. 


Outcome of Institution Left in Doubt, 
but a Director Says Reorganization 
Is Most Probable. 


The legal status of the Commonwealth 
Trust and Savings bank, organized by Chi- 
eago union labor men, was discussed at 
Springfield yesterday. 

State Auditor McCullough told Charles W. 
Vail and Attorney Fairchild, representing the 
bank, that the institution can be operated as 
a private bank without interference by the 
state authorities, but that a chartered insti- 
tution must have a paid up capital stock of 
$200,000 and submit to examinations by the 
auditor. Further, shares of an IIlinois bank 
may not be less than 5100 par value, while 
the stock subscriptions of the labor bank 
were taken at $5 a share. 

There is no question about the financial 
standing of the bank,“ asserted one of the 
directors in the evening, but we are not pre- 
pared at present to engage in an expensive 
legal contest, and reorganization probably 
will be adopted as the best way out ot the 
difficulty.”

Physicians express the opinion that Due- 
kering may have died of ptomaine poisoning 
received in «fermented meal or sour milk 
from which the food was prepared. Mrs. 
Duekering, who is a member of the Zion 
church, asked Overseer Speicher to have the 
ingredients analysed, but so far no action 
has been taken. 

The only circumstance against the girl and 
her mother is the fact that they were alonein 
the house and prepared the food: Both 
women became violently ill after eating the 
cakes. When neighbors arrived the women 
were writhing on the floor. 

Waukegan authorities; unbiased by the 
bickerings of the church, have concluded 
the poisoning was accidental. They incline to 
the theory that poison got into the mealin the 
Zion City general stores, where it was bought. 
If the poison was placed in the food they 
believe it was done by an enemy of the fam- 
lly. The mother and daughter have asserted 
that they had enemies in the church.

The house of representatives will take 
up the pure food bill this week and doubt- 
less will pass it. When it comes up the 
representatives of the interests opposed to 
it who have succeeded in postponing its 
consideration so long will try to weaken 
it by unfriendly amendments. If they 
were to succeed in this and the senate 
were to concur a feeble law would be 
enacted. If the senate were to refuse to 
concur the bill would probably go over to 
the next session, for this one is nearing 
its close, In the short session general 
legislation fares badly. 

The sincere friends of the bill will array 
themselves against amendments which are 
not designed to cure manifest defects, if 
any there be. They will be energetic in 
their opposition to the insidious amend- 
ments which it is known will be offered. 
There is, for instance, one which permits 
the manufacturers cf proprietary medi- 
eines to conceal the fact that opium and 
other dangerous drugs are used in their 
preparations in what they call small quan- 
tities. The medical profession has pro- 
tested and petitioned against the amend- 
ment. It has insisted that nothing shall 
be hidden from the purchasers of patent 
medicines, and that if they expose them- 
selves to the danger of contracting a drug 
habit it shall be with their eyes open. 

“The public knows, or ought to know, 
that a national pure food law is not a 
complete protection. It should be supple- 
mented and reinforced by state laws care- 
fully drafted and thoroughly enforced. A 
federal pure food law will be a model for 
state legislatures. It is essential that the 
law should not be the boneless thing its ill 
wishers would like to have it. The senate 
has passed a good pure food bill, and the 
house should manifest its regard for the 
public by adopting it after voting down ail 
enfeebling amendments. 


A GUILTY GOVERNMENT. 

Uncensored and trustworthy news is 
coming from Bialys:ock. The first—the 
government—report, that the throwing of 
a bomb by a Jewish anarchist provoked 
the populace to bloody reprisals, did not 
tell the truth, It cannot be said positively 
that the men who took up arms against 
the Bialystock Jews, murdering, wound- 
ing, and plundering them, were set on by 
the local government officials. If they 
were not they had reason to believe that 
the officials would not look on their bloody 
demonstrations with disfavor. They felt 
that the government was on their side. 

The Russian government cannot escape 
responsibility for every massacre of the 
Jews from Kisheneff to Bialystock. It has 
been the policy of the antocracy that mas- 
sacres should occur from time to time to 
cow the Jews. If that had not been the 
policy every civil and military officer in 
the Jewish paie would have received in- 
structions to use the pclice and soldiers 
under his orders to crush any anti-Jewish 
mob. It is asserted that at Bialystock 
police and troops sided with the rioters. 

The douma sent some of its members to 
Bialystock to investigate, but has received 
no report from them. Here is an oppor- 
tunity for the douma. It has asked for 
amnesty for all who are in prison, some 
of them guilty of grave crimes.) It should 
be equally solicitous for the welfare of 
men and women who have not been ac- 
cused of crime but who happen to be 


‘Jews. The douma could not assume a 


nobler part than that of defender of the 
innscent and oppressed. 

If the Jews can find no defenders in 
Russia nothing is left them but to fly the 
country or to pray for a revolution. No 
matter what government it might bring 
forth, it could not treat them worse than 
the one they are living under. 


THE WAIL OF THE SLUMS. 


The denizens of what other people call 
the slums object to the amateur slummer. 
They are used by this time to the workers 
of the university settlements, they wel- 
come the agents of church and other relief 
societies, but the sociological dilettanti 
are beyond the limit. The residents of 
other parts of cities are not aware of the 
amount of time and patience whi¢h is ex- 
hausted daily by the inioads of these un- 
invited visitors. Just as each bearer of a 
name which lends itself to jest must be- 
come accustomed to the inane and con- 
stant repetition of what seems to each 
new perpetrator an-original and exquisite 
joke, so the man who lives in some quar- 
ters of New York must train himself not 
to show offense at the arrival of “ investi- 
gators,” each with his questions ard his 
comments, and each thinking himeelf the 
only one. 

It has been suggested that the matter 
be brought home to the social circles from 
which the visitors come by making them 
in turn the object of an investigation. 
Let the people of a neighborhvod get o- 
gether and arrange a program. Then 
every day let from one to three persons 
call at the home of some chief crank 
among the slummers. While one member 
of the party is questioning the head of 
the household as to his income and ex- 
penses, the number of servants kept, their 
wages, the names of the children, their 
education and earnings, and similar mat- 
ters, another member of the party might 
be investigating the sleeping quarters of 
the family and making Suggestions as to 
sanitary improvements.’ A third member 
of the party might examine the kitchen 
and see if the food is healthful, adequate, 
and not beyond the means of the family. 
This reversal of the situation would 
nat be without its advantages. Intended 
‘primarily as a form of protest against the 
invasion of the home of the poor, it might 
result in improvement of the homes of the 
wealthy. An oppertunity to hear a free 
and unprejudiced criticism of his way of 
living might be valuable to a man who has 
heard nothing but flatiery and . servile 
acquiescence in his decrees. Yet even 
this value would be gladly foregone by a 
man who was suffering from the visits of 
two or three such parties of critics every 
day.

a THE OREGON PLAN. 

The recently amended constitution of 
‘Oregon provides for a state primary to as- 
certain the preferences of the voters for 
United States senator. It also requires 
the legislature to elect the person getting 
the largest number of votes at the pri- 
mary, even though his political views are 
not those of the party which controls the 
legislature. Such a primary was held 
early this month and a  republican— 
Bourne—got a small plurality of the votes. 
Senator Gearin, his democratic competitor 
at the primary, telegraphed home that the 
democrats, if in the majority in the leg 
islature, should obey the state constitution 
and elect the republican. 

The instructions were unnecessary. Al- 
though Bourne barely succeeded at the 
primaries, the republicans made so cléan 
a sweep of the legislature that the demo- 
crats have not a ‘single member in the 
lower house. The explanation given of 
this is that a considerable number of re- 
publicans voted against Bourne and for 
the party legislative nominees with the 
intention, if the democrats should succeed 
at the primary, of disregarding the state 
constitution and electing some republican 
who was more to their taste than Bourne. 
As the case stands the legislature .prob- 
ably will choése him. 

But if the legislature were to send 
somebody else to Washington he would 
keep his seat. He would have his cre- 
dentials from the legislature, and the sen- 
ate would not go behind its action and de- 
mand that effect be given to a vote st 
some primaries. Where states have at- 
tempted to make 2 certain person ineligible 
for the senatorship the senate has held 
the action null. 

The Oregon method of handing over to 
the people the election of United States 
senators may work smocthly until put to 
a real test. That test will come when the 
senatorial candidate of one party wins at 
the primariés and the opposing party con- 
trols the legislature. Presumably the par- 
ty In power will elect a senator of its own 
political faith, and assuredly he will aot 
be. unseated.

of the horse to King Alfonso, has never yet 
succeeded to the dukedom. This is because 
the latter, created originally by Emperor 
Charles V., belongs to the late duke’s widow, 
who still. survives. Indeed, her husband. who 
wae an Italian nobleman, owed his title and 
name of duke of Fernan-Nunes and his 
grandezza entirely to his wife, and it le not 
until her death that her son, the Marquis 
Della Mina, will become duke of Fernan- 
Nunez in his turn. 

It is a subject for congratulation that the 
king of Spain should have declined to accept 
the resignation of Sefior More y Pendergast, 
the present premier. For of all Spanish 
statesmen he is the most level headed, clever, 
liberal minded, and sagacious. A _ perfect 
English scholar, and more in touch with 
foreign courte and politics than any of his 
countrymen in public life, he is extremely 
progressive, and was the colonial minister 
who so vainly endeavored to avert the loss 
of Cuba by conceding home rule to the island. 
If he failed it was because he was not al- 
lowed to have his own way nnttl too late, 
and likewise because his decrees were so 
disloyaliy and reluctantly executed in Cu 
as to convince the islanders that there 
no sincerity in the government’s attempt 
to conciliate them and that the cabinet at 
Madrid was only temporizing in order to 
gain time.

Fond as the president's daughter ie of 
jewels, her attention when she dines at Wind- 
sor castle this week as the guest of the king 
and queen undoubtedly will be attracted to 
the most extraordinary and unique feature 
of the superb. display of goM plate, which is

516.000.000. The feature in question is the 
celebrated “Uma,” a jeweled bird about 
twelve inches long, shaped like a pigeon 
with an exaggeratedtail. Rubies, diamonds, 
emeralds, and pearleé are sewn about the 
quivering feathers of golden filigree work. 
It holds a priceless ruby in its beak, and an 
emerald of immense size and luster hangs 
from its breast.

The fact that both the Uma and the 
Kohinoor are owned by King Edward 
makes it almost a matter of course for the 
native princes of Hindustan to acknowledge 
him as their liege lord. It may be a bitter 
and bewtidering thing, this rule of an allen 
from the west, but the powers above have 
willed it so, and pious souls must bow in 
submission to the flat of fate. 

„Uma figured in olden times on the can- 
opy above the throne of the great Indian 
emperor, Tippoo Sahib, and after being taken 
from him was presented by the Hast India 
company to King George III. Sometimes it 
figures on the principal sideboard at the 
dinners at Windsor castle, but more often 
still it is on the royal dinner table.

If Edward VII. has his favorites at court, 
so, too, has Queen Alexandra. Everybody 
knows about her devoted lady in waiting. 
the Hon. Charlotte Knollys, known and dear 
to all the royal family as Chattie.“ But 
few are acquainted with her own particular 
equerry, Col. John F. Brocklehurst, who ac- 
companies her on most of her travels abroad 
and who has just been severely injured 
while out hunting with the Cottesmore 
hounds. The Brocklehursts can scarcely be 
regarded as belonging to the aristocracy, 
for they have during forty years past been 
among the greatest silk manufacturers and

He probably would be ready to admit his 
inability to solve it, for it is one of the most 
perplexing that any nation ever has encoun- 
tered. He has contented himself with piac- 
ing it before the public, and his so doing 
can scarcely be taken amiss by calm think- 
ing, cool minded people.
